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Brownlee States Alberta 
to Have “Dole” in Fall 


The direct relief or “dole” system 
will be the only way to cope with un- 
-employment in Alberta this - autumn, 
Premier Brownlee assured delegates 
‘to the Union of Municipalities con- 
vention in Edmonton on Thursday. 

The premier added that the gov 
ernment had no objection to the 
tesolution passed by the conven- 
tion urging that all recipients of 
relief be required to “earn their 
keep.” He would welcome any sug- 
gestion by which this could be made 
effective, he said. 

The premier declared his belief that 
among the provinces, Alberta holds: 
an enviable position. Crop pros- 
pects, he said, are excellent and, giv- 
en anything like a good price, econom- 
ic revival in the province is sure. 


Discussing a _ resolution passed at 
the convention and inviting the 
provincial government to notify | 
municipalities of impending legisla- 
tion before the .opening of house 


sessions, the premier declared his 
government endeavors to co-operate 
‘with municipal councils to the 
greatest possible extent. 

Turning to unemployment, which 
he described as “the vexatious 
‘major problem of the day,’ the 


premier said that little hope for an 


immediate solution is apparent at 
the present time. Through financial 
‘conditions, federal and _ provincial 


governments had been forced to insti- 
tute direct relief. No other plan for 
dealing with the situation appeared 
feasible at present, he added. 


TUBERCULOSIS CURABLE 
SAYS NOTED MEDIC 


Toronto, June 27.—Dr.: Norman 
Bethune, of the Royal Victoria hos- 
pital, Montreal, told interviewers 
recent developments in treatment of 
tuberculosis have . convinced the 
medical profession the disease.could 

“be entirely .-oradicated’-“in- civilized 
communities where proper methods 
of control were applied. 


Dr. Bethune said latest forms of 
treatment have refuted the previ- 
ously held opinion that climate was 
a factor inthe disease. It is no 
Jonger necessary, he said, for per- 
sons suffering from tuberculosis of 
the lung to take long trips in search 
of sunshine and dry air. 

Tuberculosis, he continued, is 
positively curable in cases where it 
is detected early and even in 


cases 
where it has made considerable 
progress in the-lungs. 

Recently developed method of 


collapsing the affected lung by fill- 
ing the chest wall with air pumped 
in through a hollow needle has 
been improved by techenique for 
elimination of adhesions of the lung 
to the ribs or chest wall, he said. 


That all physically-fit unemployed 
should be required to give work in re- 
turn for direct relief was the principle 
endorsed in a resolution passed by the 
Union of Municipalities convention in 
{ts Thursday morning session in the 
Macdonald hotel, Edmonton, when re- 
lief problems were discussed in rela- 
tion to the financial burdens of vil- 
lages, towns and cities.

Is Given Three-Year Sentence 


Three years with hard labor in 
Prince Albert was the sentence im- 
posed upon John Krebenchuk who 
pleaded guilty before Magistrate Col. 
George B. McLeod in Edmonton Sat- 
urday, to charges of counterfeiting 60- 
cent pieces. 

Prosecutor Charles Becker put only 
one witness in the stand, Detective 
Sidney Coggles, who told of visiting 
High Prairie early in March, hiring a 
pack train and marching through 
heavy bushland to a point 658 miles 
south of there where the accused 
and Sam Pascha were arrested and 
charged with circulating the dud 
coinage. Brought to trial the two 
accused stated that they had found 
the money on the northland roads 
and denied manufacturing it. Mr, 
Justice Ewing gave them each nine 
mionths,

Share of Provincial Revenue 
Is Requested by Municipalities 


Urban municipalities of Alberta 
called upon the provincial govern- 
ment for a share of income levies, 


gasoline tax and liquor profits in a 
resolution passed at the closing ses- 
sion of the 28th annual convention in 
the Macdonald, Thursday of the 
Union of Alberta. Municipalities. 
Firm stand on this principle was 
taken after hearing an address’ by 
Premier Brownlee in which he inti- 
mated that the perennial resolution 
asking for a share of provincial rev- 
enues would be of no avail under 
present conditions, although the basis 
of taxation would have to be revised 
later. 

Mayor I. Bullivant, Medicine Hat, 
was elected president to succeed J. 
P. Evans. Calgary was selected for 
the 1923 convention after a_ close 
vote with Lethbridge runner-up and 
invitations wére also received from 
Sylvan Lake and Wetaskiwin. 


Several resolutions dealing with 
unemployment prolblems and _ taxar 
tion were presented by a special 
committee named to crystalize the 
opinions expressed at the first day’s 
sessions. 

Protection against the heavy bur- 
dens cast upon urban centres by in- 
digents was urged in a request for 
change in the law so as to provide 
that one year’s residence (not an al- 
leged three months), be required 
before any person is eligible for re- 
lief. 

It was urged 
sients receiving 
pitalization that 


that where tran- 
reilef required hos- 
the governments 
should continue to bear the same 
share of costs instead of loading 
all upon the urban centres. 

Protesting the disproportionate 
share of relief charges put upon 
cities of this province for so-called 


transients, it was urged that in fu- 
ture direct relief for this class, 
cities, towns and municipalities 


should not be called to pay over 20 
per cent, including administration 
costs. 

One resolution was addressed to 
the dominion government, request- 
ing the deportation of all aliens ad- 
vocating a change of the present 
social structure by means of force. 

Speaking to the resolution calling 
for a share of the special provincial 
taxes, representatives of the ‘towns 
and cities said that relief must be 
obtained, otherwise some of the 
urban centres would be -bankrupt. 
A move to table the matter for a 
year got no support. 

The resolution asserted that in 
municipal taxation, property owners 
bear a disproportionate share of the 
financial burdens of civic govern- 
ment, that property values have 
declined while taxes continue to in- 
crease, that the sole revenue in 
most centres is the general property 
tax, that t he dominion has taken 
the choice form of revenue, the 
province the second choice, leaving 
the most economically unsound and 
unstable type of revenue to cities, 
towns and villages, while adding in- 
creased burdens 


such as old age 
pensions, mothers’ allowances, and 
unempoyment relief without widen- 


ing, but rather restricting the source 
of revenue. 

It concluded by urging “that 
whole system of provincial and 
municipal taxation be revised so 
that the chief form of municipal 
revenue will come from the provin- 
clally-administered, locally-shared 
taxes, such as income tax, gasoline 
tax, corporation tax, insurance tax, 
liquor profits and other taxes.”

Twelve resolutions were passed. 
13 were offered. Last year’ there 
were 88 before the Calgary conven- 
tion. The last resolution was sub- 
mitted by the town of Hanna and 
suggested that closer co-operation 


be secured between town and village 
councils and their school boards by 
a charfge in the school act to per- 
mit council to appoint one of its 
members to the school board. 

Speaking in favor of the 
tion, Dr. G. H. Wade, mayor 
Hanna said that seven years ago 
rates were equal, but last year 
in his town, general tax and school 
schools demanded more than double 
the general levy with 40 mills as 
against 18 mills. Some contended 
that the object of school levies jus- 
tified any amount of tax’ 

Alderman H. D. Ainley, Bdmon- 
ton, said there was no need of any 
lack of co-operation as joint con- 
ferences could be arranged as had 
been done in Edmonton. Other 
delegates found no advantage in an 
appointed trustee. A vote defeated 
the proposal. 

Robert English, deputy minister 
of municipal affairs, addressed the 
union on recent legislation, review- 
ing changes affecting towns and 
villages. 

Answering questions arising from 
the proposed government scheme of 
larger municipal districts, he said 
he could not speak on behalf of the 


resolu- 
of 


government, but said the depart- 
ment had not contemplated any 
disorginibation of towns in the 


province although the villages would 
go, except in the case of a few larger 
ones, that would be incorporated’ as 


towns. Numerous. villages had per- 
force dropped organized status al- 
ready, when they could not’ carry 
on. 

On another point, he said that 
undoubtedly a large numer of 


secretary-treasurers would go when 
larger districts were adopted but a 
large part of his department would 
be wiped out too. 

Mr. English led the discussion 
which occupied an hour, on the re- 
port of the special union committee 
which had been studying revisions 
of the town and village act for the 
past year. 

Notes were made of criticism and 
comment by delegates, after which 


the voluminous report was adopted 
as one of progress, and the commit- 
tee instructed to continue the work 
by collaborating with the union ex- 
ecutive. Mr. English” assured the 
union of hearty co-operation, saying 
the same friendly service was open 
to the urban executive as had been 
long accepted by the rural body.

One of the most dangerous pests 
during warm weather is the common 
house fly. 

The body and legs of the common 
house fly are covered with hairs, 
some of which can easily be seen 
with the naked eye and hundreds so 
small that they can only be seen 
through a microscope. On_ these 
hairs are carried germs of every de- 
scription by the hundreds.

ENLARGED MUNICIPAL AREAS

The announcement of Premier 
Brownlee, last week, proposing the 
amalgamation of 166 municipal * dis- 
tricts now in operation, together with 
some 143 local improvement districts, 
into about 40 “enlarged areas”; igs 
the first official intimation of a defin- 
ite nature, dealing with the rumors 
which have been current for several 
months regarding a proposed “coun- 
ty system” for Alberta. The an- 
nouncement at last definitely inti- 
mates that the government is consid- 
ering a decided change in the muni- 
cipal administration system -through- 
out Alberta. 

The proposal intimates that gov- 
ernment of the units would be much 
the same as at present, with councils 


‘consisting of six or eight members. 


The units would be much larger, em- 
bracing about seven of the present 
municipalities or local improvement 
districts. It would appear that one 
councillor would represent “wards” 
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almost as large as the present muni- 
cipal districts. 

Economy in municipal administra- 
tion costs is given as a logical reason 
for the change. Huge reduction in 
such costs, together with reduction in 
provincial administration expense 
would result, it is claimed. The trend 
is toward reduced cost of government, 
and if Premier Brownlee’s recent 
proposal regarding “enlarged muni- 
cipal areas” means a cut in this direc- 
tion, it is a pretty safe fhet that it 
will receive endorsement by a bulk of 
the taxpayers. 

If administration costs can be re- 
duced, without unduly impairing ef- 
ficiency, then the taxpayers may be 
expected to look upon such g proposal 
with favor.

ALBERTA CROPS 
ARE EXCELLENT 


Edmonton, June 26.—‘‘Crop condi- 
tions generally excellent,” continues 
to be the trend of reports from agents 
of the Alberta Department of Agricul- 
aure, and the sixth fortnightly report 
is issued on another strong note of 
optimism. 

Early wheat is all in the shot 
blade, and the balance coming on well. 
In a few districts heads are begin- 
ning to appear: All grains appear to 
be making good progress. Feed crops 
are good, but alfalfa in its first cut- 
ting now taking place, is not quite as 


heavy a crop as expected. The hay 
crop, generally is going to be a 
heavy one. 


Despite generally good conditions, 
however, pests have been active in 
some districts. Grande Prairie  re- 
ports serious Trouble with wire-worms 
and cutworms, which have also caus- 
ed damage in other distric‘s. There 
has also been a serious outbreak of 
grasshoppers in one or two southern 
districts and poisoning operations are 
now in progress. 

The general comment upon condi- 
tions is that seldom before has  Al- 
berta appeared to better advantage 
with respect to growth of crops,

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NORTHERN ALBERTA TRACK 
ATHLETES WIN MANY FIRSTS 


Calgary, June 27. — While there 
were many features to the. Alberta 
Olymipic track and field trials held at 
Calgary new stadium Saturday af- 
ternoon, the most outstanding was 


the sensational form displayed by 
Harold Wright, of Edmonton, who 
sprinted the third heat of the 100 


metres in 10 2-5 seconds to clip one 
fifth of a second off the Olympic re- 
cord. 

The Alberta youth who has improv- 
ed from coaching received while 
attending the University of Utah, won 
both the sprints, the 100 and 200 
metres. 

In the final wf the 100 metres 
Wright just managed to beat out 
Buster Brown in 10 4-5. In the 
firs theat, Brown stepped the distance 
in 10 3-5, the Olympic record. 

It was a great day for Edmonton 
athletes, as Beatrice Gillespie uncov- 
ered gq surprise by beating Charlotte 
Daws in the 100 métres for women 
and she sprinted the final heat in 
12 2-5 to equal the Canadian stand- 
ard. Fifteen feet from the finish it 
appeared as though Miss Daws would 
get to the tape first, but Miss Gilles- 
pie fairly burned up the track in a 
sensational finish to win by inches in 
one of the closest races ever staged in 
Western Canada. 

More honors came to the capital 
city when W. Clifford Willetts hung 
up a new record of 5 feet 1114 inches 
in the high jump. 

Stan Glover, of Edmonton, had an 
easy time winning the 400 metres and 
but for a strong wind down the back 
stretch, would have made the Cana- 
dian standard. 

Josephine Kopta of Loyalist, repre 
senting the Edmonton Olympic club, 
tossed the discus 108 feet 1114 inches 
to set a new provincial record, beat- 
ing her previous mark of 104 feet 
%4 inch. 

Ivar Skooge, Wetaskiwin, carried 
off another championship for the 
north when he tossed the discus 120 
feet 2 inches for victory. He also won 
third in the javelin throw, and sec: 
ond iri the 15 Ib. shot put. 

George Sutherland, Calgary, won 
three events; Al Imrie, Calgary, car 
ried off two, while Hartington An- 
derson, who will represent Denmark 
in the Olympic marathon at Los 
Angeles, had no difficulty winning 
the 10,000 metres. Jerome Piatt, 
Brant, won the 5,000 metres easily 
and Frank Richard tied Glen Hamil- 
ton, of Lethbridge, in the broad jump, 
each doing 21 feet 11% inches. H. 
Samdell of Wetaskiwin, won third in 
the men’s 800 metres.

The Order of Good Cheer 

Nova Scotia lays claim to being the 
home of the first Social Order in Can- 
ada, During the winter of 1606 
Champlain, at Port Royal, instituted 
his famous “Order of the Good 
Time,” the members of which were 
the fifteen leading men of Port Roy- 
al. They met in Poutrincourt’s great 
hall where log fires roared merrily 
and for g single day one of the mem- 
bers wore round his neck a splendid 
collar of office, and was saluted as 
the Grand Master.

with ease. We do not like to think 
that we are growing old, and that we 
have passed the height of our phys- 
ical powers. When this time comes 
it is necessary to make the habits of 
life such that they are within the 
capacity of the body. It means tak- 
ing things a little slower, with longer 
periods for rest, and the avoidance of 
heavy or sudden physical strains. The 
growing boy cannot do what the full- 
grown man can do, and the older man 
should not attempt what the young- 
er adult can do. 

A man may be only as old as he 
feels, and there is no reason why he 
should be depressed because he is 
growing older. However, no matter 
how young he feels, it is the part of 
wisdom for the older man to realize 
that his body is not as young as it 
was. If he will do that he may look 
forward to many useful and happy 
years. 

The older person requires less food. 
More rest is needed. Sudden physic- 
al’strains are to be avoided. Things 
should be done more quietly and de- 
liberately. The golden rule is moder- 
ation in all things. Harm comes from 
excesses, whether in one or many 
things. Take the years as_ they 
come, and make them healthy, happy 
years by adjusting the manner of liv- 
ing to the changing body.

HEALTH AND: AGE 


During the course of our lifetime 
we change. Change is inevitable be- 
cause we first grow gradually and de- 
velop into maturity; then later we 
begin to fade. Change is part of life. 


There is no reason why, during all 
these years of changing conditions, 
we should not enjoy health. We can, 
providing we are willing to recognize 
the changes which occur, and make 
the necessary effort to adjust our- 
selves to these changes. 

Throughout life there are certain 
health requirements that do not 
change. Proper food, sufficient rest, 
exercise and such things are required 
at all ages. However, the food re- 
quirements of a young baby are not 
the same as those of a working man, 
nor is the amount of sleep required 
the same. The general need con- 
tinues but it, must be adapted to the 
age and occupation of the individual. 

At certain ages there are disease 
hazards. Whooping cough is a seri- 
ous menace to the young baby. Tub- 
erculosis takes its heaviest toll in 
early adult life. Cancer ravages the 
adult group. It is obvious that at 
these various ages special attention 
must be given to meet the conditions 
which are particularly serious at such 
ages, 

A difficult age is the one when we 
begin to realize that our bodies are 
no longer capable of doing readily the 
things which were formerly done

NANSEN’S LIFE AND HIS BELIEF 
IN TEMPERANCE 


Dr. Nansen, who wee vie of the 


werld’s greatest explorers, wes born! ther north than any other person had 
at that time. 

Dr. Nansen did not take alcohol on 
his trips because it reduces the pow- 
ers of endurance, lowers the temper: 
ature and weakens the digestve sys- 


near Christiana, Norway, on Oct. 10, 
1868. He began to use skis and 
snowshoes when he was four years 
odl. His snowshoes were poor and 
of. uneven length So a printer took 
pity on him and gave him a good pair,

tered with the snowshoes. In 
holidays he loved to £0 up in 
mountains and stay there alone like 
Robinson Crusoe. In his long jour- 
heys through the woods he came to 
have a great love of nature, which 
characterized all his future work. 
When Nansen first thought of cros- 
sing Greenland he was about twenty- 
five years old. He was the first per- 
son to succeed. At that time practic- 
ally nothing was known of Greenland. 
His earlier life had fitted him for 
this work. A merchant of ‘Copen- 
hagen supplied the necessary money. 
After two years preparation he start- 
ed off. He sailed to Iceland in the 
Jason, and in July, 1888, continued to 
Greenland. On the seventeenth he 
left the ship and commenced the 
journey across the land. They trav- 
elled by means of skis and sledges 
with sails. This was the swiftest 
and surest way of crossing the icy 
mountains. It took him three weeks 
to toil up to an inland plateau, 9,000 
eet high. Alter great hardships be- 
cause of soft snow and hidden crev- 
ices, they succeeiing in crossing 
Greenland, and reached the Eskimo 
settlement of Godthaal. While cross- 
ing Greenland Dr. Nansen had learn- 
ed that the winds and currents would 
carry a ship nearer the North Pole 
than any had ever been before. The 
Fram was built and Nansen and thir- 
teen followers set out from Christi- 
ana in 1893 to find the North Pole. 
The boat sailed into the ice and wis 
frozen in, and not till August 18th, 
1896, was it broken out. He did not 
Teach the North Pole, but he succeed- 
ed in going two hundred miles fur-
